HOUSE COLLAPSE:: 


ENQUIRY INTO THREE 
FAPALITIES. 

The collapse.of house No, 191 
Nam Cheung Street, Shamshuipa 
on Aligust 20 last, the, day of the 
big typhoon, tind the. deaths of a 
man and twa ‘children; was the 
subjest of an enquiry conducted 
by Mr. W. Schofield and a jury at 
the Kowloon Magistiney yesterday 
afternoon, 

The house was the end one of a 
blovk of five, and, in addition to 
the three killed, a number of 
people were jijured, Evidence of 
an outside North East wall being 
of inferior work, and the admit- 
tance of wind to the house through 
was given: 

Dr, J, E. pores. meilical officer 
at the Kowloon Mortuary, | spoke 
of carrying, owt post mortem 
examinations on the bodies of a 
boy and girl, six and seven years 
old respectively, and a man aged 
The two children jdied 
through suffocation, and the man 
through a skull fractured in many 
places, and because of a-laceration 
of the brain by o piece of bone. 

Mr, H.-J, Pearce, Building Or- 
dinance office, P.W.D., said that 
the plans for the houses were 
approved in January 1922, and a 
vertifieate. of completion was 
granted in July 1924. The con- 
struetion of the house -avas. stone 
wall, ground and -first floor, the 
top floor being of brick. There 
were three floors. At the time of 
the building, there was a scarcity 
of skilled hands in the Colony and 
the construction was slow. He 
advanced the opinion that because 
of the lack of" skilled hands. the 
work wottd not be of a really 
high cls gtandard, 

Referring? te the outside wall 
which collapsed, taking the floors 
and roof with it, witness continued 
it was a wall that should be well 
built to be sound. After the 
colapse'he examined the construe. 
tion of the wall and found that 
poor quality material had been, 
used, and poor lime mortar. In 
his opinion that poor mortar waa 
largely fesponsible for the vol. 
lapse. ‘ W 

In large 
aver 
the front door of the ground floor 
which admitted the wind into the 
house. This foree would lift the 
floor and remove the lateral sup- 
port afforded to the wall by the 
floor,” giving the wind a ‘greater, 
area to aet upon.

A Party Wall. 


Continuing, witness -said the 
wall was not really intended to be 
an ‘outer wall, as more ~ houses 
were to be built, when it ‘Would 
become a party wall Rain and 
weather ¢hused great deterioration 
of lime mortar, and had it been 
irflended ag an outer wall, it would 
have been made more 
from the effects af, the weather. 
There was a thin, layer of plaster 
over the motar, but he did not 
think that was sufficient to prevent 
the rain from beating through. 
The mortar might have passed the 
official test when the house was 
built, but after some time of ex. 
posure to rain it would not be so 
good. 

Asked by the Magistrate, if he 
like to make any. . recom- 
mendations, witness said to pre- 
vent further collapses in the 
future grouter care should, be 
exercised by everyone responsible 
for the construction of walls of 
that nature, and. that cement 
mortar should be used instead of. 
lime mortar, for dll walls construct- 
ed with stone rubble. He added 
that at present the Ordinance per- 
mitted lime motar to be used even 
for external walls, but the- margin 
of.safety allowed wags narrow. 

Chinese, whouwere occupying the 
house at the time, spoke of the 
shutters and windows rattling and 
"plaster falling, but they all agreed 
that the floor was not lifted by 
the wind. | 

‘In summing up, His Worship 
said that while the enquiry was 
for, the purpose of investipating 
the circumstances of the three 
people who were killed, attention 
had been mainly directed towards 
ascertaining the cause of. the col- 
lapse, as there was no doubt that 
the people met their .deatha 
‘|through the collapse. He added he 
did not think the jury could hold 
anyone criminally responsible, os 
the mortar was ‘no doubt quite 
good when used but three years, of 
exposure had weakened it. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
death by misadventure, and added 
that no one was to blame, 

"They made a recommendation to 
the effect that ‘more supervision 
was desirable in erecting such 
walls, .. ,
